Franz Liszt's death deprives th« 


world of one ot the greatest pianisti 
the world has ever seen, and, one of the 
greatest composers. His early piano- 
forte works gained instantaneous sac1 


cess, because when interpreted by him 
their effect was irresistible; and no 
donbt much of the power he had been 
able to wield during his life has been 
due to his position as a pianist In 
this country he was never heard, but 
his praises have been echoed and re- 
echoed so often that we have also conn 
to look upon him as the greatest pian- 
ist, as though he had lived and won 
his fame among us. 


Many of his compositions, both foi 


piano and orchestra, are well known 
here. Indeed, aa a composer for or- 
chestra his popularity here is more 
general than it is in Europe, for there 
are cliques in Germany, which, while 
acknowledging his supremacy as 
> a 


pianist, have regarded him as a sort ol 
enfant terrible among composers. His 
name, for instance, has never appeared 
on the programmes of such conserva- 
tive organizations as the Gewandhaus 
orchestra o» Leipsic. Here, however, 
hit iine&t compositions have been fre- 
quently played by the philharmonic 
society and its rivals of other days and 
to-day, and some of his works, like his 
symphonic poems, "Tasso" and "Les 
Preludes," are heard quite as frequent- 
ly as any other classic symphonies. 
Lis/.t himself often acknowledged the 
welcome his works, received in Ameri- 
ca by hib gracious be.mng toward the 
Americans whism he had met, and fre- 
quently expiebsud to them his gratitude 
for the ready appreciation awarded his 
works in this countiy, saying that ha 
could never forget that his orchestral 
works were known and understood here 
long before they were known and un- 
derstood in his own country. 


Personally Lis/t was very charming. 


He boomed to play upon human natura 
with a touch as light, yet as sure, as 
that to which his instrument responded. 
His manners were winning, his healing 
gracious, his conversation brilliant, 
and ho drew to himself Princes and 
nobles as easily as he did musicians, 
lie was a friend of the Grand Duke of 
Weimar and of Pio Nono, and had re- 
ceived .tiibute from Kings and Em-

In 18^3 he played in 


small cities, and, rttiirniug to Paris m 
lb^5, won instantaneous success. With 
tin- exception of ft lew years which he 
devoted to religious studies, his life was 
a sue cession of aitistic triumphs, until 
Ins laltci days, -which he spent among 
his hiuuls in Weimar, Pesth aud Rome, 
To musK-al literature he contributed a 
"Life ot Chopin," "The Gypsies and 
thru Musif," and aiticles for different 
muiic.il pi-nodieals. 


A lew months before his death he 


\ isitcd 1'aiis and London, where he re- 
peated the timinphi ot his younger 
ye.irs 
.Society liuiu/.ed him, and he 


lecemil gnat ovations whenever he 
appc.utd in public.

the Govern^ of Montana^11 hia ™nnui11 
report to the' Secretary- of the Interior, 
In regard to the condition of affairs of 
the Territory, states that agriculture has 
been almost a failure, and not more than 
half a crop wae raised. The supply of 
water for Irrigation has been scanty, and 
In consequence crops have suffered. 
He 
says If the desert land act Is repealed the 
construction ot a proper system of ir- 
rigating canals will be 'greatly retarded. 
Grass on the ranges Is scanty, and shouW 
the winter prove long and severe great 
loss in herds of cattle must follow. Some 
of the large stock owners, In anticipation 
of such an event, are driving their herds 
north to the British possessions. 


The Governor urges upon the depart- 


ment as a matter of urgent and eicep- 
tlonal Importance the granting to some 
ol the stock men the privilege of pastur- 
ing their herds during the coming win- 
ter on the extensive Indian reseivstlons 
north of the Missouri river and south of 
the Yellowstone ljark. The report states 
that the value of stock Is probably 360,- 
000,000, and great loss would ens,ue if 
some step was not taken to allow this 
pasturage 
to be used, 
which would 


otherwise be burned. His estimate of 
the number of cattle is 17,5001000 head; 
horses, 180,000, und sheep, 2,000,000. 
The population Is placed at 120,000, an 
increase during the year of 10,000. 


The mines of silver and copper have 


not been thorouchly worked, owing to 
low prices, but the output of the year 
was as follows: Gold, $3,450,000; sil- 
ver, 49,000,000; copper, 88,000,000; lead, 
$1,250,000; total, $22,300,000. 


The Governor states that the demand1 


for the coinage of silver with gold Is be- 
coming dally more evident. He urges 
that railroad lands be surveyed as rapid- 
ly as possible In order that they may be 
taxed by the territory. 
He protests 


against the repeal ol the Desert Land 
act, Timber-Culture 
and 
Pre-emption 


Land laws, as having a tendency to re- 
tard the proaress of the Territory, and 
adds that he does not believe that live 
per cent, of the land entries iu the Terri- 
tory are fraudulent. 


Secretary ManutoR to Resume Worh 


Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Secretary Man- 


ning now intends to resume his duties at 
the Treasury Department next week. 
ills luends have very great misgivings us 
to the wisdom of this decision, and Mr. 
Manning himself Is also inclined to doubt 
ila strength. It Is given out that he will 
enter upon his full duties, but the Treas- 
ury officials think that this can not be 
possible, and that Mi. Manning, In his 
state of health, will certainly not under- 
take to affix his signature 1,500 times a day, 
or instance, to mere routine documents, 
which is a labor that often has to be 
done by the acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, and which is regarded as a 
'ull day's work Itself for an ordinary 
lerk. II Mr. Manning will return to his 
desk as Judge Folgcr did, be construct- 
vely absent so as to avail himself of the 
authority conferred by law to have an 
ictlng Secretary appointed who can sign 
the routine papers, Mr. Manning may

Attorney-General 
Garland Returns to

C.—Attorney-Gen- 


eral Garland Is buck at his desk, and Is 
apparently unconcerned ut what he calls 
the attack's of the newspapers and of the 
politicians upon him. lie Jias preserved 
his peace of mind very well, for the rea- 
son that he gave orders that neither 
newspapers nor letters should be sent to 
him at Hominy Hill, and he is therefore 
pi uctlcally unacquainted with the com- 
ments which have becu made upon his 
course during the last two months. He 
has all the qualiHcations of a city juror. 
He knows of no opposition. Fie flatly says 
that he does not intend 
to resign,

Sorghum Sugar*
